Joseph, 
Mo., Feb. 19.— An 
tragedy, as a sequel to the 
I) 
McDaniel case, was en- 
here yesterday, when John 
Krucker shot and killed his former 
wife, Mrs. Dagmar Krucker, named 
as “ the other woman” in the M c­ 
Daniel 
trial 
and 
then 
inflicted 
wounds upon himself. 
The shooting followed a rumor 
that 
McDaniel had married Mrs. 
Krucker recently, when he made a 
trip, presumably to run 
down 
a 
clew to the murderer of his wife. 
This report was denied by both M c­ 
Daniel and Mrs. K rucker 
at 
the 
time ; but it is believed to have 
been the motive behind the shoot­ 
ing. 
McDaniel was asked 
over 
the 
telephone last night about the un­ 
confirmed rumors. 
“ W ill you deny that 
you 
and 
Mrs. Krucker were m arried?” he 
was asked. 
“ I will deny nothing,” was the 
reply. 
“ I am not called upon to 
deny anything. 
If you can prove 
it, go ahead and so so.” 
The tragedy has created as much 
of a sensation here as the McDan­ 
iel affair, ow ing to Hie prominence 
which the Knickers gained in the 
trial of the former county prosecu­ 
tor for the murder of his w’ife, in 
which McDaniel was acquitted. 
In 
the K ru cker divorce suit McDaniel 
acted as attorney for the husband. 
The shooting took place at tin 
home of Mrs. Krucker’s father, and 
the couple’s 6-year-old daughter lay 
on a bed and watched the tragedy 
According 
to 
accounts told by 
relatives, 
K rucker called at 
the 
home 
of 
N. 
P. 
Sommers, Mrs. 
Krucker’s father, at } o’clock, pre­ 
sumably to visit his little daughter, 
Margaret. The couple and the child 
were together for more 
than 
an 
hour when screams of Mrs. Kruck 
er and the sound of 
shots 
were 
heard by the father, who was in 
another room. 
Krucker fired three 
shots from a revolver, two striking 
Mrs. Krudker in the heart and urn 
entering

Mrs. Newcomb, with lier 9-year- 
old boy, Paul, were asleep down­ 
stairs, and lier daughter, Mary, in 
In- front room on the second floor, 
h the two rooms at Hic back of the 
house, where the lire was raging 
md had already burned into their 
rooms, were Mrs. Newcomb’s mo­ 
iler, Mrs. D. C. Patton ,and next 
door to her was Gladys Singer, a 
negro maid. 
Vt the same time the household 
was awakened the fire departments 
arrived, having 
been 
nailed 
by 
Henry A. B latternian, of 901 W est 
Ninth street. 
The 
entire 
family, 
cantily clad, were helped out of 
the house by the firemen. 
Mr. Newcomb, a conductor on the 
M., K. Ar T., was out on his run at 
the time of the fire, and did not re 
turn until Monday morning. 
The fire, which probably started 
from sparks from a flue, supposed- 
y from one burning out nearby, 
had gained quite a hit of headway 
and had burned the entire roof of 
tin- addition of the house at the 
back before the fire companies ar­ 
rived.

Tho number of men killed wr>^

The death rate for each 1,00 
men employed, 3.03, is the lowest 
in the last 18 years, at which time 
about half as many men were em 
ployed.
